Fine or $20,000 Stands. 

The state Supreme court of Minnesota 
bas handed down a decision affirming the 
decision of tbe Jackson county District 
court, holding that a fine of 920,000 as- 
sessed against William Poole and William 
Kerr for having illegally in their possession 
2,000 wild ducks was not excessive. 

They appealed on the ground that the 
fine of 8 (0 apiece for the ducks was ex- 
cessive, They, also attacked . the constitu- 
tionality of the statute prohibiting the 
killing and selling of game for commercial 
purposes. Tbe Supreme court upheld tbe 
statute. The men fined, it is claimed by 
Executive' Agent Fullerton of the state 
game and fish commission,' were iu the 
employ of a Chicago com'miflsion firm and 
had crossed the state line into Iowa with 
two wagonloads of wild ducks, with the 
intention of shipping them to Chicago. 
Mr. Fullerton saya there are other casea 
aeaiast them which will now be pushed to 
a conclusion'. 

Mr. Fullerton aald this clique of illegal 
bunttrs was bo carefully organized that he 
and. his assistants were under constant es- 
pionage,' so that none could leave his office 
without the fact being known to the

NOTED DEV1NE DELIVERS 

STIRRING- ADDRESS - 



Has Found that the Demands of tho 
Hen Are No More Than Just and 
■ Should Be Considered 

-Preaching from the text "Live *and Let 
Live," Bishop Samuel Fallows, in tbe 
pulpit of St, Paul's Reformed Episcopal 
church, Sunday pleaded the cause of tbe 
strikers. . 

, He. spoke from personal exhaustive in- 
vestigation, for during the last week the 
bishop has delved incognitio into the heart 
of the stock yards and penetrated into tbe 
recesses. of the strikers humble bomes. 
' Tbe bishop deplored the conditions that 
compelled the employment of wives who 
ought to be at home, and of children who 
ought to be in school, calling such condi- 
tions ungodly and unmanly. 

The employer must live, declared the 
eloquent divine, but he must lee live. or be 
untrue to God and man, I have found the 
laborers were receiving an average of from 
$5'to$7a week.. Women and children 
were forced to work beside the husband 
and father to keep tbe wolfe from the door 
By working full time which they were un- 
able to do, the laborers could make but $8 
or 99 a week. 

' The wealthy employing packer and the 
Imported strike breaker both were con- 
demned in the pulpit .discussion of the 
strike. 

In declaring himself an advocate of trade 
unionism the clergyman urged that tbe 
organized laboring man doea not infringe 
on the constitutional righta of bia non- 
union brother, and added: "Unionism ia 
the very salvation of labor. Perish -effort 
to destroy, it. The non-unionist is reaping 
the benefit of the sacrifices and labors of 
his union brethren and he ought to recog- 
nize the aacredness of bis obligation to 
them.",.

Road Built In a Day. 

. Lothian road, a prominent street In 
Edinburgh, was made in a single day. 
Sir James Clerk of Penicuik bet with a 
friend that he would between sunrise 
and sunset prepare the line of road, 
extending nearly a mile In length by 
twenty paces In breadth.

the required, height. The Inhabitants, 
dismayed at bo vast a force and so 
summary a mode of procedure, made 
no resistance. So active wore the 
workmen that before sunset. the road 
was sufficiently formed to allow Sir 
James to drivo his carriage over it.

; Id. 1642 a party of English adven- 
turers' direct from New\ England at 
tempted to settle at Oyster Bay, sod 
actually purchased the land, from tbe. 
Indiana, but the Butch drove them 
out Eventually a' compromise was 
made and the Dutch and English' di- 
vided Long Island .between them.

Unfavorable reports respecting spring 
wheat are more pronounced ns well ns 
more general than in the previous week, 
rust being more or less prevalent In alt 
of the principal spring wheat SliUes caat 
of the Rocky MnuiitaliiW In portions 
ot Minnesota nnd North Dakota, how- 
ever, a good crop is promised. Harvest- 
ing Is in progress In Iowa. Xchraskn nnd 
South llakota and will begin in MUmc- 
sotn about the Oth. Harvesting Is also 
In progress in Oregon, with better ylelda 
than were expected. In Wnwhlupton 
spring wheat Is ripening somewhat too 
rapidly ns n result of hot winds. 

Oats harvest is hi general progress 
la the more northerly sections and Is 
Inrgely finished in the central nnd south- 
ern districts. Rust hns cnuscd damage 
In North Dakota and portions of Minne- 
sota and rains have proved Injurious to 
oats in shock in Maryland, Delaware nnd 
New Jersey. 

Cotton has made good growth In the 
central and eastern portions of the cotton 
belt, too rapid growth being reported 
from portions of Alabama, Mississippi 
and Loulsiniin. Complaints of rust and 
sheddinc nre more general than In the 
previous week In the Carolina", Georgia 
and Floridn. 

Shedding is also gctiernlly reported 
from Texas, where most of the crop 
■liould be b fiu> tiled by nil us, drouth being 
most serious in Hie north central coun- 
ties. Much of the crop in Mississippi nnd 
Louisiana is grassy. licking continues 
in Bout I tern Texas, where it i;* expected 
to be general by the middle of August, 
nnd has begun in Alabama ami Florida. 

The condition or Inhavcn is less fiwor- 
nblc In the Ohio valley, where most of 
the crop is in need o( rnln, but from 
Virginia north ward tobacco has inndo 
good growth nail topping Is In progress. 
Curing is progressing in the Carol bias, 
the crop In North Carolina being much 
lighter than usniil, 

- In the lower Missouri, central Missis- 
sippi and Ohio valleys and over the 
southern .portion of the middle Atlantic 
States the outlook for apples Is not prom- 
ising, but prospects for this crop tire. 
encouraging in the northern portion of the 
middle Atlantic Stales, New England 
nnd portions of the lake region. 

Rains have Interrupted haying nnd 
damaged hay In the tabid to Atlantic 
Suites, but elsewhere a large ciop nf gen- 
erally tine quality has been mostly se- 
cured.

Whether or itot^ Port Arthur lino 
rail en, mid It Is (UHlciilt to Rcpnratc 
the -spurious from the renl In current 
news of Ihe Russn-Jnpnnese eon II let, It 
Is certain there has been some extreme- 
ly heavy ttghtlug jtbnut the fortress 
within, n few days, The tales of the 
refugees coming from the beleaguered 
fortress exhibit a greater l degree of 
unanimity Ibnn they have yet done. 
For three days the Japs nttn eked the 
outer forts. Tltoy displayed fanatical, 
almost criminal bravery. The Russians 
believe that from ITJKXI to 20.000 of 
them were mowed down its they cut 
their wny through the barb wire en- 
trenchments nnd rushed up tin- slopes. 
It Hcema that their ninln objectives 
were strong positions on Wolf, Green 
nnd Christ bills. The fli'st two. were 
captured, lull the lust holds out, nnd 
Is said to be tho Inst outlying fort 
held by the Russians. 

Almost every civilian has left the 
town. Its hospitals nrc erowded to 
overflowing with wounded. The maim- 
ed soldiers lack both attendance and 
shelter, yot the condition can lie nolh- 
lug tike na had «s that of Plevna, 
which hold out Hi.' dnys, and which 
tin ally fell, not to assault, but to starva- 
tion, If the Jiipl take Port. Arthur by 
assault they will break all modern mili- 
tary precedents. 

The sever* <st ns well ns the most Im- 
portant fighting which took place dur- 
ing the week In the central theater of 
war was at 1'ushii pass between the 
forces of Gen. Ku'rokl and Gen. Htr- 
Bchclmnmi. 

Yushu puss wns*of Immense strate- 
gical value to the Russians. It Is twen- 
ty-live miles east of-'Llnoyung on the 
Snlmntze rniul. If the Russians could 
have held It they, would not only have 
checked their eneiriVs ndvnrice along 
tills road, but they would have been 
In n good position on Ills Ilnnk If bo 
moved forward upon either the Lhto- 
ynng high rond or the upper roads to 
Mukden. The Japanese plan Is for 
Geu. Kurokl'B fo'rees to swing nrouml 
to the north, enveloping Ktiropntkln. 
but the Muscovites firmly Intrenched 
nt Yjtshu puss would seriously inter- 
fere with; If. Indeed, they did not al- 
together dorrnt such a purpose. To 
get behind the Russia us Kunikl would 
then have to make n wide detour to 
the northward and strike the railroad 
about Mukden. Such n maneuver 
would expose his .com mil ideations to 
Ihe Yushu force. 

Roth sides appreciated the strength 
of the position. Kurokl got word that 
it was being largely re on forced and 
strongly furtllled. ' He fiuw that he 
must move tigalnst It quickly. At tiny, 
break his army attacked tho position, 
which the Russians hold with two di- 
visions and corresponding artillery. (A 
Russian division contains 3ri.80o.nici) 
at full strength.) The Japs carried the 
left and wglit wings, hut the main 
position resisted tliem. The thermome- 
ter registered over 100 degrees Fahren- 
heit, nnd both aides suffered cruelly 
from beat exhaustion. The fighting

cessful. During the afternoon Ihe en- 
tire line on each side got ehgageilj The 
Japanese testify to the bravery of the 
Russian defenders, who were, ns usual, 
outnumbered.

The fighting 
was resumed at brenk ot day, and iit.8 
o'clock the Russians were driven back 
tn a point tlfteeli miles east of Lldo- 
ynng. 

There was a beautiful synchroniza- 
tion between tho two actions, which, 
though only Of teen miles npnrt as the 
Tdrd files, were nevertheless nt least u 
day's march distant from ench other, 
owing to the excessively dim cult coun- 
try and the lack of paths. At the two 
fights the Russians hud captured two 
guns, sixty r I lies, -100 tents, much am- 
munition and equipment, eight officers 
nnd 140 men. In addition their killed 
and wounded numbered about 2,000. 
The Jupanesc losses nre given na 1,000. 

During the week severe fighting also 
occurred nt Slmoucheng, 11 f teen miles 
southnast. of Halchong, where Gen. 
'/.nspnllteh, with 18,000 men, held a 
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There bus bcon no severe lighting In 
the central then l or of war since Aug. 
1. In such Intolerable bent as has 
blighted that region for the last few 
days It were enough to exhaust any- 
body to walk a mile In the hot sun. 
Far more so, then, to walk many and 
run u few miles lighting for one's life 
all the time. The ftusslnns were bur- 
dened with ttialr heavy overrents dur- 
ing this lighting — tin inexcusable mili- 
tary blunder, " 

The Japs are now reporled to be 
wiili i» a few miles of Mukden on the 
north, wit bin ion miles of Llaoyang 
on tlie east, 'and in contact with An- 
fihitnehtm on the south. X fresh de- 
tnchment, which disembarked at Now- 
chwttng, is ma Icing its way up on the 
southwest, so Kurapntklu'fl army ap- 
pears to be about thrcc-rpmrtcra sur- 
rounded. The break In the Japanese 
line of finelrelemetit lies towards the 
west, if the Russians struck out In 
that direction they would lose their line 
of communication and supplies nnd be 
readily followed up nnd destroyed. 
The Russians have fewer than"l00.000 
nnd the Ju panose more tliun 200,000 
men. 

A report hns come from St. Peters- 
burg that troops at-e' being rushed to 
Harbin to the full capacity of the rall- 
vond, hut that none are being sent be- 
low Harbin. The trains arc sent empty 
down to Liaoynng, tilled with Kuro- 
patklu's Rohllers, and hurried north 
again.

. Probably about 100 1 persons were 
killed or drowned In n railway wreck, 
on the Jtlo Uninde at liuon, Col, The 
Rio Grande passenger train No. 11, 
south bound, went th rough the bridge 

'over-Fountain Creek.. The engine arid 
live couches were thrown ■ into tlie 

jereok', which Is swollen from recent 
heavy ruins. 

Thowreck. undoubtedly was dtie to 
a cloudburst. For. hours that evening 
the country north '-of i'uobio was 
swept by tlie heaviest rain storm that 
luis been experienced In ' this vicinity 
for li score 'of years. Small Btreams 
were swollen Into raging torrents, 
bridges swept aw'ny, and the roadbed 
of the railway washed and weakened 
In spile ot- the heavy Rtone ballast. 
Fountain Criiek, In which ibV Itlo 
Grande train "plunged, runs through u 
winding, sloae lined 'gully, through the 
hills, mid It was idled with a rush of 
waters so Impetuous that the railroad 
bridge was barely able to sbind alone, 
even before the train' dashed upon It, 
and was precipitated into tho flood be- 
low. 

lt'ls. hollered there were;' fully' 125 
persons on the train, mid only twenty- 
three survivors have been accounted 
for. With the breaking of day the full, 
horror of the scene became apparent 
Wreckage was visible hi all directions, 
dead bodies being seen here and there 
In {lie piles of debris from the cars, 
driftwood and mud. Many 'of the, 
bodies .worn curried down Fountain 
Creek by the wall of water,. which liad 
force enough to carry so vein I coaches 
nearly four nil |es away from the point 
where they went through the bridge. 

A. cloudburst hartnhert the creek and 
water was "flowing over the trestle 
when the train started across.. The 
Bridge. wont down under the weight of 
the train, and the baggage car, smoker 
and chair car were ''precipitated Into 
tho torrcut. The engine got almost 
across, but fell back Into the wnter, 

The body of Engineer Illnmiiii wns 
found iiOO feet down the river. All the 
enrs wore wns lied down the stream. 
Tho express car wns found not far 
away with the safe open and Its con- 
tents gone. The chair .car was half a 
mile from tho scene of the accident, 
half-tilled with sand, In which were 
burled the bodies of many passengers. 
The smoker was washed still farther 
downstream and was not located until 
sovernl hours after' the time of the ac- 
cident. 

Upon the news reaching Pueblo n 
special train bearing nil the available 
Burgeons ami the Rio Urnndo and Mis- 
souri Pncltle oltlclals loft for the Bccna.

"Lnfee Co., Aug. i, 1904," with the envel- 
ope postmarked from "Chicago. Austin 
Station," are beiue; received here by local 
politicians, and signed by an alliaB, "John 
Doe, Cominilteeman," 

This letter refers to the recent action of 
the Lake County Central Committee, which 
was indorsed by the Lake County Republi- 
can Convention held in Lihertyville on the 
twenty-sixth day of last March. 

A copy of the resolutions of said coven- 
tion is now being published on the editor- 
ial page of this paper. 

While the founders of the resolutions 
presented to that convention were acting 
for what they believed to be the beBt inter- 
ests of the republican party of Lake County 
and while said resolutions were unanimous- 
ly endorsed by the convention, many ex- 
pressions of disapproval are now being 
heard, but tbe experiment is at ' least de- 
serving of a fair trial at the bands of tbe 
people of the several townships.

Pursuant to the order - and direction.-. of 
tho Republican County Central -Committee 
of tbe County of Lake and State of Illinois, 
a Republican County Convention will be 
held at the Town Ball in the Village of 
Liberty ville. Lake County, Illinois, on the 
1 0th day of September, 1904, at two o # 'clock 
P. M,. for the purpose of, nominating n 
candidate for! Circuit Clerk, a candidate 
for Coroner, a candidate for States At- 
torney, and a candidate ■ for County Sur- 
vevor. ; , * 

It having- "been heretofore resolved that 
ench voting precinct in the county be de- 
clared a primary district, and tbnt a 
primary election or caucus be called fur 
each of snid primary districts, nnd the 
Republican legal voters of said Lake Coun- 
ty, in their last County Convention, huvintr 
passed -the resolution hereinafter mentioned 
nnd recited, nnd said County Central Com- 
mittee, pursuant to such resolution, having 
adopted rules to carry the same into "effect, 
which rulcB are as follows: '.•'.< ,'•. 

Rule I. All Republican primaries,,or 
caucuses, for the selection of delegntes to 
Republican County Conventions berenfter 
called shall he called by the Republican 
County Central Committee in each nnd 
every voting precinct in said Lake County, 
to be held on the same day, and the hours 
thereof to be between two o'clock P. M.

Rule II. All voting at Buch primaries 
or caucuses shall bo by uniform ballot, 
which ballot shall he printed by the County 
Cent ml Committee nnd distributed by such 
committee to tbe Republican Township 
Committees of the several townships, to bo 
by such Inst named committee delivered to 
the Judges of tbe primaries of the several 
precincts of Buch townships, who shall bo 
chosen by such Township Committee!', 
wherein tbe same shall be delivered to 
voters and prepared for voting and voted 
the same as the Australian Ballot ■ under 
the regular election laws of Illinois, and 
booths to be. used in voting. 

Rule III. s Said"baJlota shall have print- 
ed thereon, in. addition to the onmes of 
delegates, the names of nil candidates for 
tbe several offices for which nominations 
are to be made at the convention for which 
delegates are to be selected, nnd the voter 
shall receive bis ballot from one of tbe 

J'udges of the primary and shall indicate 
lis choice of candidates by making a cross 
opposite the name of the candidnte of his 
choice for each office and cast his ballot so 
marked the same ns nt nn election by 
Australian Ballot under the regular election 
laws; nnd the. candidnte for any office who 
shnll receive the highest number of votes 
for thnt office in 'nny precinct shall have 
the delegation of thnt precinct ns instructed 
for him amHo vote for him at the County 
Convention for which such delegates are 
chosen; nnd tbe ballot shall so state such 
instruction. 

Rule: IV, Such ballot shall be in the 
nature of an officinl 'ballot, nnd shall bear 
tbe name of the Secretary, of the County 
Central Committee printed on the back 
thereof, nnd when delivered to the voters 
by the primary judges they shall bnve^ tbe 
initials of the primary judge who delivers 
them written thereon, nnd in counting 
ballots cast, none shall be counted other 
tbnn such official ballot bo marked. 

RuleV, Such ballot shall contain the 
names of but one set of delegates in ench 
precinct, who shall be selected by the 
County Committeeman of each precinct for 
his precinct, nnd spaces shall be left vacant 
so that nnmes of other delegates may be 
written in and voted for by the voter by 
erasing printed names and substituting 
written nnmci therefor. 

Rule VI. Ench candidate shall register 
his nnme as such candidate with tbe Secre- 
tary of the County Committee immediately 
upon declaring his candidacy, nnd pay 
to said Secretnry a fee of Fifty Dollars 
<?50.00) to help defray the expenses of 
printing a*il distributing such ballots. 

Rule VII. The cnll for the County 
Convention shnll be by thirty days notice 
published at least once in each week for 
two successive weeks, the first publication 
to be thirty daj-B before the' convention day, 
except where special elections and district 
convention calls render a shorter notice 
necessary. 

Rule VIII. The judges of the several 
primaries sh'ill make up credentials accord- 
ing to the result of the ballots cast, nnd 
shall also forthwith certify such result to 
the Secretary of the County Committee, 
and shall preserve nil poll books nnd ballots 
until nfter the adjournment of the County 
Convention to which delegates are elected. 

Rule IX. The County Commit! eo shnll 
meet to execute these rules 011 call of the 
Chnirmnn and Secretary ihereof. 

Rule X. These rules shall, of course, 
be subject to such changes and modification 
as may result from any primary election 
law hereafter passed by'thc Illinois General 
Assembly; and said County Committee 
having voted nnd directed that said prima- 
ries be held pursuant to snid rules on 
September 9th, 1004.

FLOWERS CONSUMPTION'S FOE. 1 

Pli jeleiiiii Advocntcn Growing I" hints 
In Hick Booms. 

Flowera wt.re advocated as . a cure 
for consumption by Br, Frances Bnrt- 
lett In a paper which she rend before 
the Botanical Society of Pennsylvania 
at tho University of Pennsylvania.,, ■ 

"Why send consumptives 'and suffer- 
ers to Colorado io. benefit by the cllr 
mate wlica we can bring that cllmntc 
Into their homes by the. simple expedi- 
ent of having growing plants In their 
fooma?" wns the gist of Dr. Ilartlett's 
remarks. Her paper was on "Flowers 
In tho Sick Boom," and In part she 
sold: 

"Growing, plants, and especially 
odoriferous flowering plants, are of the 
greatest value lu the treatment of the 
sick. " j 

"As long as the plants are kept moist 
they will diffuse moisture, and they nn- 
doubtcdly have the power to produce 
ozone. Some plants Will vaporize tlio 
ntrnoBplterc lo tbe amount of three 
1 1 luos their own weight in a day. In 
tlils way' the atmosphere of a sick room 
can be mado.of the greatest benefit. 

"Tbe only dangerous plants to place 
In the sick mom are those which give 
off unpleasant odors. Care should be 
taken, however, not to keep cut flowers 
in tbe rooms at night. They throw off 
carbon dioxide, but during the daytime 
the amount of oxygen they produce 
neutralizes the harmful effects. 

"Tbe: chief rausn of colds Is found In 
the habit of going from heated build- 
ings Into the cold street. If people 
could only, be prevailed upon to' main- 
tain nn equable temperature and hu- 
midity by having plRitts. growing In 
their bom™ and plnees of business the 
danger of taking cold would be prac- 
tically eliminated." 

In a paper on "Tlio Flowers' Best 
Friend," Dr. .0. 0.. Sclnnucker paid 
strong tribute to the bumble bee. 

"Upon this; abused Insect's distribu- 
tion of the seed we nre almost abso- 
lutely dependent for our crops of 
clover," he snld. "You must hnve no- 
i ticed that tbe first crop la always much 
smaller than the second. That Is be- 
cause early In the year tho beea arc 
abroad In much smaller number than 
Inter."— Philadelphia Press.

DEEP EFFECTS OF ANXIETY. 



Whole Mental and Physical Being Dis- 
turbed by the Feeling. 

In a paper read before the congress 
ot French alienists at Grenoble , Dr. 
Gaston Lnlanne pointed out that nnxl- 
ety is a disturbance which Is ex- 
pressed by the entire being. The ex- 
citing causes are sometimes physical, 
sometimes mental, and the symptoms 
comprise old feelings and chills of the 
scalp and body, general lassitude, in- 
coordination ot voluntary movements 
far more apparent than real, emotion- 
al coloring of speech and vertigo 
■which Is dependent upon vasomotor 
cerebral disturbances or upon digest- 
ive troubles, such accelerated heart- 
beat, Irregularity of the heart's ac- 
tion, heightened arterial tension and 
coldness of the extremities. Respira- 
tory disturbances are also present 

The physical symptoms of "anxi- 
ety" Include various degrees of vague 
dread and apprehcnslvedess, often tak- 
ing definite forms, in which case they 
are designated as "phobias" or "ohes- 
slons of fear," weakening of the ca- 
pacity of attention and of memory 
and a tendency to confusion of ideas. 
Hallucinations of the senses are prone 
to occur. 



The Fan Tree. 
Travelers In southeastern Asia 
sometimes see at a distance what ap- 
pears to be a gigantic fan. In fact, it 
closely resembles the dainty creation 
of feathers and Ivory which are so 
popular with ladles. On approaching 
closer, however, the fan 1e seen to be 
a natural one, being a^specles of palm 
tree which is wonderfully like a fan, 
not only in the way In which Its 
branches project from the trunk, but 
In the leaves In which the branches 
terminate. The tree spreads out like 
an extended fan, and the leaves bear 
a strong resemblance to feathers. It 
is called the Travelers' Palm, partly 
for the reason that In the forenoon 
or afternoon, when the sun Is not 
directly above, It frequently offers wel- 
come shade.
